ernment "for the' duration 
of the war."

the- French have stopped a strong night 
attack of the Germans north of Ypres 
and also have driven the invaders from 
Hie slopes of'Lorette, thus giving the 
lilies full possession of this important 
salient.

Concerning the Dardanelles, one, of the 


most significant reports is the clispatcV 
from Gen. Sir Inn Hamilton, commander- 
in-cliicf of the British land, forces at the 
Dardanelles, saying that the Australians 
have inflicted a loss of 7,000 men on the 
Turks. Gen. Hamilton describes this as 
the Australians' revenge for the, deatl 
of Brigadier -General W. T. Bridges, com 
tnander of the Australian forces on Gall 
Ipoli peninsula, and staf.es that only a 
few hundred men were lost in this at 
tack.

make a sight upon which the eye may 
feast. 
To the cost is a clean and line 


old forest that lias been cleared enough 
to give it light and free sweep of the 


air. 
Along the bunk of Uiu river is a 


fringe of olms and other trees, among 
thi'in one wide-spreading elin 
whose 


foliage has a greatest diameter of al- 
mos, om> hundred feet. 


Beautiful as are all of these natural 


charms of Sehrocder's grove, they are

tree. This is a once Titanic and still 


migbtv sycamore that in some day in 
ages long gone must have stood the un; 


disputed monarch in the forest primeval. 
Some terrific convulsion of the elements 
lairl it low und that so long ago that no 
trace of the pluce where it once stood 
rooted in the earth is now visible. When 
this great tree fell, some of its branches 
struck into the soil and forty or fifty 
feet from the lower end took root. One 
branch that pointed skyward has con- 
tinued for untold decades to grow, and 
while the massive lower part 
of 
tin; 


bole fell into decay, 
the 
upstanding 


branch, nourished by the rooted limbs 
continued to grow until it has itself be- 
come ii monarch of the 
forest. 
And 


UiiM'i! today it stands, somewhat slanted, 
but reaching high toward the heavens, 
a great tree springing out 
from 
the 


prostrate trunk of the fallen monarch 
and now has n greatest diameter of lit- 
tle less than four feet. 


The parent tree has rotted and de- 


cayed to within a few feet of the place 
where the great brunch has grown. A 
few years ngo most of the lower part of 
the trunk was quite 
well 
preserved, 


though 
hollow. 
A large man might 


have stood almost erect in this yawn- 
ing opening in the bottom of the old 
tree's hole. Much of the lower part of 
the upper segment of the fallen trunk 
has fallen away, but as the remains in- 
dicate the old tree must, 
when 
the 


storm brought it crashing to the earth 
a century or more ago, have had a diam- 
eter near the ground of almost if not 
quite cifht feet. 
How tall this giant of 


the forest reared its stately crown in 
the time before the storm's wrath hum- 
bled its kingly pride can only be guess- 
ed. There are no remains of the upper 


part of the trunk beyond where 
the 


branch has grown to a new tree. But 
tli'j monarch must have overlooked all 
the forest and the whole panorama for 
miles around.

hack and forth of accusation and invective and denunciation to th 
intense amusement of the public and to the probably substantial fi- 
nancial gain of high-priced lawyers. We do not believe' any consid- 
erable portion of the public shared Mr. Barnes' belief that he had 
been seriously damaged in reputation or purse by the attacks of the 
former president. They were made in the course of a political cam- 
paign, and but for the-prominence of Colonel Roosevelt would doubt- 
less have been completely ignored by Mr. Barnes as a part of the 
political game at which both men have played for years, and -in which 
both are markedly skilled. Neither has ever been suspected of being 
particularly think-skinned or easily wounded. Each has been giving 
and taking solar plexus blows in the arena of politics for a good 
many years- It was surprising that such an action should have been 
filed in the first place, for it is well known that libel is not easily es- 
tablished in the courts and verdicts for damages on account of state- 
ments in political warfare are especially rare. Manifestly there is no 
reason why exceptional license as to charge should obtain in polit- 
ical campaigns, but it somehow appears by common consent to be in 
a measure allowable. Back of this entire case was undoubtedly the 
intense personal animosity between the two men. Xow that they 
have-had it but in court, the country will trust that both will be able 
to nurse in silence whatever soreness may yet remain from the legal 
encounter.

fiist ball of a moderately slow pitchc 
and the speediest of Johnson's fast ones 
The difference is too small to express 1 
fractions of seconds, and no instrumen 
et devised has been able to record it ac 
curntely. 


Among the speed pitchers of today Jo 


Wood, of Boston, and Grover Alexande 
of the Phillies, are the .ones backed b 
many to be faster than Johnson. On 
cannot tell the difference save by the wa 
the ball 'looks when one is batting 
catching—and the eye is very easily d 
ceived.

swung and threw at tho satps instant. 
Three or four times tho balls seemed to 
leave their hands at the same Instant 


nd in every such case the crack of 
ohnson's ball against Alnsmlth's mitt 
as just a trifle in advance of that of 
ughcs' hall into Henry's mitt. 
Both 


aimed tho victory and both catchers 
ti:ck to them so nothing was decided. 
The old-timers will tell you that Amos 
iisic had more speed than Johnson has. 
.usie did have marvelous speed but I 
oubt whether he threw a ball as rapidly 
s he seemed to do. His speed was more 
deceptive than Johnson's. 


There are those who claim that "Kid" 


Vlchols. Boston's grand old speed pitcher, 
was faster than anyone, and Uncle Cy 
Young has his supporters. 
One year it 


teemed to me that. Hutchinson, then the 
star of Alison's team, was faster than 
anyone and some will tell you seriously 
that Rube Waddell's fast ball \vas speed- 
ier even thaxi that of the great Johnson. 


I doubt, though, whether anyone in the 


world ever threw a ball any faster than 
'Roger Breanahan did when he appeared 
at Washington as a pitcher. He had tre- 
mendous speed, no control, and no idea 
of how to pitch, and they couldn't hit 
him.

summer a pang wont to work on tlie_ 
•wall that extends from the State street 
bridge to CcntltVTo breweyy. a strctcli 
of some eight or nine hundred feet, to 
place a retaining wall of concrete along 
the St. Joseph river, to prevent the 


further encroachment of that stream on! 
the Spy Run avenue pavement. . 


For years the river has eaten at the 


soft biiiik along this bend, and for years 
Spy 
Run avenue slowly but. ever so 


surely slipped down tlie bunk and into 
the water. About eighteen moiii-hs ago 
conditions became so bad that it was 
very evident that none but n wall of 
heavy concrete1, sunk deep 
into 
the 


earth, would stop this wear and tear ou 


the wind and weather on the. steep .side 
of the bluff. 
The Herman Tapp fon- 


litruelkm company was awarded 
the 


contract to put in the wall and an im- 
mediate cessation of the nuisance, was 
anticipated.

follows the bend in the river, and will 
act, as n breakwater in times of low or 
even medium stages of water, while jt 
will he of great benefit of breaking the 
force of the currents that might run 
even higher than its top. 


Quicksand that was 
encountered at 


various places in the building goes far 
to explain the causes of (ho frequent 
slides in recent years. The wall went 
away below and under the sand beds, 
and there is no more danger from that 
quarter. 


A Bad Bend. 


The lower right-hand picture in ibo 


above layout illustrates the work of the 
•naicr on the bank. Ten or twelve years 
ago fhc edge of Spy Run aVcniic ex- 
tended five or six feet over what is now 
the brink of the bluff, and plowly and 
quietly it has undermined ihc street 
and allowed it to plidc into the riv>r. 
Tho strrct car tracks at lust hud com*> 
so <lanij"rouply npar the edge that the 
officials! of *ho fraction company begun 
to place tcmtmrary prop? under the 
edge of the navetnent to prevent *cci- 


But still the earth was eaten away at 


the bottom as only tho forces of nature 
can .work, and the temporary restrictions 
on the flow of the river never were of 
much 
account. Fences 
were placed 


slicing the top of the wall from time to 
time to prevent accidents, 
but these 


tumbled down the slope again.and again. 
Accidents to automobiles have occured 
along this bend in several instances be- 
cause of the work of the water on the 
bank, and 
it,s 
corresponding 
tearing 


away of the pavement. 


The upper pair of photographs in the 


above group give general views of the 
big work looking up stream from the 
Kate street bridge and down from the 
L'entlivre Brewing company's retaining 
wall almost under the office of the plant 
This gives an idea of the general scope 
of the work, while the center picture 
gives a glimpse of the gang at work on 
the street above the wall. It was 
that all the concrete was mixed and run 
down a chute to the river-..level. Th 
two engines pictured in this' photograph 
and another at the .bottom of the wal 
did the mechanical work. 


The lower right-hand photograph gives j 


aif idea of th« work at 
dose range, 


showing the frames for the last "form1' 
just about to be filled. This was finish- 
ed yesterday, anil tlic gang was finished 
with its "pouring." 


It will be two weeks before the frame 


forms can be torn from the, wall, and 
then the last 'smoothing and finishing 
toiu-lu'.s will lie given it. Tin: greater 
part of this baa been done, and

about 200 feet of the 
casts 
remain. 


However, there still is a great deal of 
work to be done on the bank and in the 
street in the way of clearing and the 


)lacing of ballast and 
rebuilding of 


'cncos along the top. 


After a sufficient amount of heavy 


stone and other material ia placed on 
.lie stretch of river bank, the earth will 
ie leveled and Bowed with a sand-bind- 
ing grass or some kind or other, to as- 
sist in preserving the banks. By prop- 
er treatment the place could be made a 
parkway that would be a beauty spot to 
be admired by all the thousands of Fort 
Wayne people who each week use the 
park car line.

Is hunger? 


The nature of hunger was 
In 


doubt until recently, -when experi- 
ments by Professor A. J. Carlson of 
the Unrterslty ol Chicago proved 
conclusively that the sensations ot 
banger pangs are due to rigorous 
contractions of the empty stomach. 


Apart from ideadflo and medici- 


nal disouMion the 
average man 


likes to know what It really Is that 
Urges hta to take his three square 
meals a day (1C he can get them). 
Bo you see- three things prompted 
Professor Carlson to Investigate the 
control of the hunger mechanism, 
by a five-day fast 


Prolonged starvation Is nothing 


new to science or human experience 
—and the account* of subjective nen- 
utlons at a consequence of pro- 


fifth day -we both felt distinctly bet- 
ter when lying down than when sit- 
ting or standing. 


"Both ot us slept fairly well dur- 


ing the four nights of the starvation 
period, despite the persistent hung- 
er contractions and the unusual sur- 
roundings of tho research labora- 
tory as a sleeping-room. In some 
cases a glass of water was taken to 
diminish tho hunger pangs. I did 
not enjoy my cigar after the second 
day; in fact, smoking tended to pro- 
duce nausea. 


"The sensation of hunger was al- 


most continuous after the first flay 
of starvation. On the fifth day the 
continuous hunger sensation seemed 
to be tinged with a peculiar 'burn- 
ing* sensation, also referred to tha 
stomach, the 
fusion

third day after breaking the fast 


"From the third day on wo felt 


unusually well, .distinctly better. In 
fact, than before the hunger period, 
although we are normally In good 
health and vigor and not hampered 
by excessive fat

"I felt as If I had had a month's 


vacation 
in the 
mountains. My 


mind was unusually clear 
and a 


greater amount of mental and physi- 
cal work was accomplished without 
fatigue. I am 38 years old, but the 
five days' starvation period increased 
the vigor of the gastric hunger con- 
tractions to that of a young man of 
20 or 25, and the empty stomach re- 
tained this increased vigor for at

"Neither- my'assistant nor' myself 


can bo considered'as ordinarily eat- 
ing to excess, though'the daily in- 
take of protein and total calories 
.are greater than the minimum re- 
quirement advocated by Chlttenden. 
The cause of the improvement was 
not loss of excessive adipose tissue. 


"My assistant states that the 


augmentation of hunger and appe- 
tite persisted at least for two or 
three weeks after 
the enfl of the 


starvation period." 


periods of enforced starvation were 
not uncommon. Occasional periods 
of starvation, say once or twice a 
year, in the case of healthy. adult 
persons, may not only add to the 
joy of living, but also to the length 
of life. 


"Voluntary starvation, like the so- 


called 'hunger strikes' of our mili- 
tant English sisters, does not entail 
real martyrdom. Of this I am quite 
certain. During my entire' starva- 
tion period the hunger 
sensation 


was strong enough to cause some 
discomfort, but not to a degree that 
could be called marked pain or suf- 
fering. 
Tho discomfort was at no 


time sufficient to interfere serious- 
ly with work. And since practically 
all observers agree that tho hunger 
discomfort is greatest during tho 
first few days of starvation. It seems 
probable that our first five days' 
starvation period gave us a. taste ot 
the maximum discomfort that would 
be experienced in more protracted 
fasts. 


"Accounts 
ot 
acute 
sufferings 


from mere starvation, water being 
at all times available, must there- 
fore be wholly Imaginary, or the re- 
sult of faar 
or" panic. Voluntary 


starvation is in no sense a heroic 
act, and citations of hunger experi- 
ments on animals in the interest of • 
science as instances of cruelty to 
animals is without, foundation." 


Professor Carlson- added that all 


.cases ot compulsory starvation, as 
in cases ot persons 
shipwrecked, 


explorers and hunters lost or cut 
off from supplies, are usually com- 
plicated by lack of water,., by.-toe ef- 
.fects of exposure and by .fear, panic, 
etc., so that the -state of 
actual 


hunger sensation 
cannot 
be de- 


termined.

"I am Inclined to believe that the 


•weakening of the hunger and 
the 


appetite sensations toward the end 
of the period was due to a depres- 
sion of the central nervous system. 
Both in the case of my assistant and 
myself practically all tho mental 
depression and some of the feeling 
of weakness disappeared during the 
partaking of the first meal after the 
fasting period. But complete recov- 
ery from tho bodily weakness did 
not take place till the second or 


Now to tell you what Professor 


Carlson thinks of fasting: 


"I havo long been familiar with, 


but not. particularly impressed by, 
the enthusiasts who advocate starva- 
tion as a panacea for various ills. 
But this personal experience leads 
me to suspect that there is moro 
value in some of these 
measures 


than Is ordinarily considered. Civil- 
ized man has traveled far from the 
conditions of life among -wild ani- 
mals and primitive- man, with whom 


it is used, with perfect.propriety, in 
connection with a-singular number 
pronoun or adjective. 
It is a sin-, 


gular noun with a plural, form, lilts 
"news."

ceremonies. One. of these peculiar 
.scenes—the burial of a "medicine 
man"—is thus described by an eye- 
witness: 


"When all were gathered at the 


hut of mourning, the services seemed 
;o consist of a concert 
of wails, 


carried on principally by the wom- 
en. The corpse, wrapped In a gray- 
blanket, on a rude bier, was placed 
at a distance from tho hut, and 
some -of the 'big men' of the tribe 


made a bundle of the personal ef- 
fects of the deceased, and proceeded 
to burn his hut, his'wagon and all 
his. household furnishings. 


"There seemed to be a great deal 


of altercation 
accompanying 
the 


performance • of this wasteful 
re- 


ligious duty. When the excitement 
was 'over, the women went on wall- 
ing, while the young men went\>ff 
to have a good time, shooting at 
marks and performing various feats 
of strength. • 


"It is the custom of the Indians 


to bury their dead at sunset, and 
the funeral procession started from 
the Big Spring only in time to reach 
the burylng-ground at that hour. 


"There was no discernible order 


to the cortege, and there was no 
separate conveyance for the body; 
it was put in the .bottom ol a wagon, 
even tipped up a little on one side 
to make .room for the squaw, who 
squatted beside it, wailing 
and 


swaying her body back and forth. 


"The Indian burial-ground is a 


mound on the lower end of the val- 
ley, called Big Meadows, on 
tho 


north fork of the Feather River. It

Eyes Should Always Be Cared For.

The care of the eye should eommeacej 


at birth and continue until death. A 


big proportion of 
the inmates of asy- 
lums for the blind 
are, there because 
their eyes were not 
given the proper at- 
tention at birth. 


After 
birth 
an 


inflammation of the 
infant's eyes may 


occur unless parents and nurses strictly 
follow the advice of a physician. If a 
physician has not been in attendance 
when the child was born one should be 
called especially to look after the in- 
fant's eyes, otherwise there is great dan- 
ger of blindness. 


Mothers should always sec that the 


baby's eyes are, kept clean by bathing 
them frequently in warm water. If the 
lashes sometimes seem scaly, the greas- 
ing of the edges of the lids with a little 
vaseline will prove beneficial. - 


Tho attention of an infant should not 


be directed to objects held up close to 
the face?, for if done frequently it is apl 
to cause cross-eyes. The same rule 
should be observed with older children 


Children should be discouraged from 


playing with small objects and toys and 
from poring over story and picture books 
for too long a period at a time, as it 
is 11 strain on tho eyes. 


Instead they should be encouraged in 


out-door amusements and sports, where 
the eyes, during these developing periods 
of life, can have wide range and free 
scope. 


Vacations and Health. 


This is the time of y*ar when the 


city dweller begins to plan his vacation 
and in selecting a place for a. summer 
home or a brief vacation it is well to 
observe a few basic precautions and so 
avoid incurring illness which may re- 
sult seriously. 


There are thousands of resorts, cot- 


tages and camps where the defects in 
sanitation present a genuine menace. 


Certain things should be carefully ob- 


served. The water supply, the disposal 
of sewage and garliage, the milk sup- 
ply, particularly if there are infants or 
young children. 
• If the water supply comes from 
a 


well, be sure that it is not located where 
it will receive underground or surface 
drainage from a barn-yard or outhouse. 
It is essential to boil water taken from 
surface streams. Clearness is no guar- 
antee of purity. 


If springs are the source of supply, 


care should he taken that they are not 
surrounded by 
habitations 
or 
other 


sources of pollution. In small villages 
or shorn places if the water supplies 
nre public, diligent /Squiry should he 
made ag to whe£i**r the source is free 
from sewage contamination. 


If the disposal of sewage and garbage 


is careless, ilieg arc certain to breed, and 
unless kitchens and dining rooms are 
carefully screened there is the possibil- 
ity of typhoid or diarrhcal 
infection 


from this source. 


With young children, particularly in- 


fants, the question of a clean milk sup- 
ply is one of vital importance. Fresh 
milk is of little advantage unless it be 
clean milk.

The 
bulletin issued to the members of the 
institute shows that in one Canadian 
and three British life insurance compa- 
nies the mortality among so-called mod- 
erate drinkers, accepted as 
temperate

and 44 per cent., respectively.

above ths average; Former

Very 
moderate drinkers, 18 per cent. alJove 
the average.

How the German Converted Cruiser, 
Kronprinz Wilhelm, Eluded War- 
ships of the Allies and 
Steamed to Safety 
In a Neutral Port 


Like a great, hungry sea monster 


tho German sea raider, the convert- 
ed 
cruiser 
Kronpritiz 
Wilhelm, 


slipped into Newport News, Va., on 
the morning of April 11, completing 
a voyage of 255 days in which time 
she sank fourteen merchant ships, 
did more than 
$10.000.000 damage 


and captured 1,<100 prisoners. 


The feat of the ship recalls the old 


blockade-runners of our own civil 
war. 


Slipping by four French vessels 


patroling the high sea at the three- 
mile limit of Newport News, she 
anchored near the interned Ritel 
Friedrich. 
When Captain Thier- 


ichens of the 
Kit el Friedrich and 


Captain Thierfelder of the Kronprinz 
Wilhelm met on the. bridge of the 
latter 
vessel they embraced each 


other while the sailors of the two 
ships cheered with joy for they had 
completed journeys of destruction 
in which they had done more for the 
service of the Fatherland than all 


• the great battleships of the German 


Navy. The Eitel Friedrich sent 12 
ships to the bottom and the Wilhelm 
14. 


Sailing under sealed orders the 


two completed the destruction they 
were ordered to do and slipped into 
a neutral port, conscious of the re- 
wards they will receive from the • 
kaiser when the war is over and, 
they return to the Fatherland. Prob- 
ably each will receive an iron cross 
while the captains may be raised to 
admirals. 
AS HISTORIC 
CRUISE. 


The Wilhelm left New York har- 


bor at midnight on August 3. She 
had a" passenger list of German re- 
servists and believed herself about 
to be ordered to sail for Germany. 
When the first officer opened his . 
sealed instructions he was told to 
wait for orders from the German 
cruiser Karlsruhe. The two got in 
touch by wireless and the Kronprinz 
was ordered to proceed to the Ber- 


• mudas. There she met the Karls- 


ruhe. Captain Thierfelder and 17 of 
his junior officers 
were placed 


aboard,' two 3-inch guns, provisions 
and coal were placed aboard and the 
Kronprinz Wilhelm was ready to 
sail under orders to destroy all ves- 
. 


sels carrying contrabands of w^r 
and to confiscate their provisions 
and coal for her own use. The Ger- 
man government left it to the cap- 
tain to furnish better equipment and 
larger guns from vessels he might 
capture. 


As .the Karlsruhe was transfer- 


ring coal to the, Kronprinz, three 
English cruisers were sighted. The 
Kronprinz put on steam and with a 
hurst'of speed disappeared, while the 
Karlsruhe engaged the three and 
damaged one. It, too. escaped and 
heard nothing more of the Wilhelm 
with the exception of once when 100 
many miles apart, spoke each other 
bv wireless. 
"On September 4 the British ship, 
Indian Prince, was sighted m the 
South Atlantic. The Wilhelm. now 
converted into a cruiser Irom a pa- 
latial- steamer, and painted gray so 
that it was not easily sighted, hailed 
the Indian Prince and ordered her 
to stop, but she crowded on all steam 
and started to-run. The two ihree- 
irch guns on the bow of the Wit- 
helm spoke and the Indian Prince 
came to a halt. A boarding, party 
was sent, to take command, her crew 
was transferred, her scanty supply 
of provisions and coal was taken 
aboard and her sea-cocks opened. 
She went to the bottom with the 
German sailors singing songs of vic- 
tory on '.heir first capture—their 
firs't deed for .the Fatherland. 


On October 7 the La Correntina 


was sighted. On her bow were two 
four-inch puns. Despite the larger 
armament the German raider vent 
toward her full speed ahead, while 
the crew rejoiced in the hope they 
were to go into battle. The Kron- 
prtnz ordered the British ship to 
come about hut she trained her 
guns on the raider and her com- 
mander sent a reply he would not 
surrender. .

the Kronprinz. As a tribute to that 
precise tbougbtf'ilness with which 
Germany had prepared herself with 
•war. the captain fonnd shells to lit 
a four-Inch 
gun. 
Some trained 


naval officer, prqoapiy many years 
before, had- thought of such an 
emergency and so the Kronpnnz . 
found herself equipped to meet it 


On November 11 the French bark 


Union, loaded .with coal, -was. cap- 
tured and her-supply transferred to 
the Kronprinz, even the state-rooms 
of the former passenger liner being 
used to store tbe much needed coal. 
On November 21 the,French steam- 
er Anne de Bratagne was captured 
and sunk. 
On December 52. just as the raid- 


er's coal supply was becoming ex- 
hausted, the British steamer Eelle- 
vue was captured and 4,000 tons of 
coal was seised.

The British steamship Hemis- 


phere was overhauled December 28 
and 3,000 tons of coal and a quanti- 
ty of stores captured and the snip 
sent to the bottom. The »«t cap- 
ture was the British steamer High- 
land Brae. In addition to a crew 
ot 91 she had aboard 60 passengers. 
Her crew and passengers was-trans- 
ferred 
to the Wilhelm. her sea- 


cocks were opened and she went to 
tbe bottom ot the Atlantic, to rest 
where the other destroyed steam- 
ers lay- This was a great day for 
the crew of the Tvronprins for just

Dust usually comes from 
feed, bedding, or from breezes which 
collect' dust outside the stable and 
carry it Inside. The stable should be 
constructed go as to collect as little 
dust as possible. Corners should be 
avoided, unnecessary timber should 
be left out. and the surfaces should 
be smoothed. 


There should be an abundance of 


light In the stable. Light Is one of 
the cheapest and bent germicides. 
Stables ahould be whitewashed fre- 
quently. Lime Itself has a germlddal 
value, and it makes the stable lighter. 
Some dairymen use chloride of lline 
In the whitewash. This assists In kill- 
Ing any form of life with which it 
cornea in contact. 


A special room should be provided 


for weighing and cooling the milk. 
This room should be as remote from 
the stable as Is practicable, and should 


there can be no doubt as to the re- 
sponsibility of the milkmen, and wil- 
ful negligence should be made a crim- 
inal offense.

No person should handle milk who 


comes. In any way. into contact with 
a contagious disease. It is hardly nee- 
essary to say that the milker should 
be clean at all times.

Water which Is known to be con- 


taminated should never be used in a 
dairy; or It should be boiled before 
using. This is a very simple precau- 
tion, the necessity of which cannot 
be doubted. To knowingly use con- 
taminated water In a dairy should b« 
classed as a criminal offense.

THE SUNFLOWER 


Sunflower seed Is used for feeding 


to birds and poultry and to some ex- 
tent for medicinal purposes to horses 
and cattle. A well-known silage mix- 
ture is a mixture of sunflower seeds, 
horse beans, and corn In the propor- 
tion'of 2 acres corn'and beans to '/i 
acre of sunflowers. In Russia the oil 
of the sunflower seed is used for the 
same purposes as olive oil. The Eeed 
is also eaten raw and roasted like 
peanuts. The yield of seed varies from 
800 to 1000 pounds per acre and the 
price from 2 to 3 cents per pound. 
The seed yields from IB to. 20 per 
cent oil by cold pressure. 


The soil required for sunflowers is 


about the same as best suits Indian 
:orn. If it is not fertile, liberal ma- 
nuring must be practiced. 
In Cali- 


fornia, sunflowers have done' well on 
alkali soils. Prepare the land as for 
:orn. Plant the seed two or three in- 
ches deep In drills about 3~, feet 
apart, using 10 to 15 pounds of seed 
to the acre.

to IS inches apart in the row. The 
crop should be given shallow, level 
cultivation, the same as corn.

STOPPED THE BORERS. 


Mummotli Sunflowers Grown in 


Minnesota. 


Finding borers in my apple and 


peach trees some years ago, I hunted 
them with knife and probed with wire 
where unable to go with the knife. 
Where probing was resorted to I filled 
the probed hole tightly with putty! 
hoping to smother the enemy If still 
living. 


In early May following I wrapped 


the trunks of all trees with several 
thicknesses of heavy paper, tying the 
paper well to the trees with twine, so 
that all trunks were protected from 
the ground up to the crotch. 


With the peach I removed five or 


six inches of earth from the baee of 
the trunk and wrapped below the sur- 
face, filling the earth back again over 
the paper. My purpose was toj try to 
prevent the depositing of eggs that 
would become borers in the trunks 
or at the base of the trees. I con- 
tinued this practice of wrapping for 
a few years and after commencing 1 
found no borers where the wrappinj 
was done.—Volney Rogers.

Set plants, in 
straight rows, firmly In moist soil 
with roots well spread, being careful 
to set the same depth as when stand- 
Ing in the old bed. In moving plants 
from old location to new, they should 
be kept moist and covered to prevent 
damage from evaporation and set as 
quickly as possible after being dug. ' 


Good cultivation at a small expenss 


Is obtained by frequent and timely 
stirrings of the soil. The extermina- 
tion of weeds and grass after they be- 
come well established is a slow and 
expensive operation. The only thing 
to do is not allow the weeds to get a 
start. 
Cultivation should begin soon 


after the plants are set and be re- 
peated as often as necessary until late 
fall.

DIFFICULT TO GIVE. 


To a great extent each cow is a Jaw 


unto herself so far as the most de- 
sirable grain for her to receive is con- 
cerned, and it is as difficult to givo 
instructions for feeding a cow for high 
production as It Is to give exact in- 
structions for driving a two mlnuts 
race horse. 
So far as we know no> 


two cows that have made large rec- 
ords and have been developed by dif- 
"erent men ever received the same 
ration, and we doubt if any two de- 
veloped by the same man have ever 
received exactly the same feed. Th* 
success of a feeder depends upon his 
ability to maintain a proper balance 
between the feeds that are rich In 
carbohydrates and those that are rich 
In protein. Other conditions also have, 
to have very careful attention, so it is 
absolutely impossible to lay down any 
fixed rules for feeding. The secret of 
success Is to a large extent the ability 
to see trouble before you are into it, 
and thus be able to avoid bad results.

In one, Mrs. Lois Camphell Burk- 


ham, heir to part of the $18,000.000 
estate o£ the late James Campbell, 
a nationally known financier, has 
undergone 
the trying experience , 


of having every act of her life from 
babyhood up, all the gossip of rela- 
tives, all the hearsay of neighbors 
and all the suspicions o£ attorneys, 
delved into. 


In the other Charles F. Dorrance, 


row 24 years old, heir to part of his 
father's ?200,000 estate, is under fire- 
and must prove his heritage to win 
his portion of the legacy. 


In each case the principal is ac- 


cused of being the adopted child of 
the testator, and in each case rcla~ 
lives are fighting to defeat the 
claims of the children and to have- 
their share of the estate given to 
them. 


Of the two, the Campbell case ia 


the most interesting in that the 
former Miss Lois Campbell was well 
known in St. Louis society and ev- 
erywhere was recognized as the 
daughter of James Campbell. 'While 
she shunned gayety to a certain de- 
gree, her place among the social 
leaders always was open to her 
when she might wish to step into it. 
* "When James Campbell died it was 
found that his estate was worth 
only ?16,000,000, his large holdings 
In railroads having depreciated. The 
will left the estate in trust, the 
widow and daughter to live on the 
laconic. In the event Lois Camp- 
bell died without children, the entire 
estate was to go to St. Louis Uni- 
versity to establish a great medical 
school and hospital. The Mercan- - 
tile Trust Company was placed in 
charge of the estate and matters Tan 
along smoothly until children,of 
o£ James Campbell's brother, ir\- 
Ing in Indianapolis, Ind., laid claim 
to a share and came forth with the 
startling accusation that 'Lois was 


- not Campbell's daughter, biit was 


adopted.

CLAIMANTS. 


Attorneys for the claimants asked 


that a new receiver be appointed for 
the estate and the Probate Court 


> named Attorney John S. Leahy, re- " 


ceiver pendente lite, or pending set- 
tlement of the question. His fees 
for the administration for the year 
would amount to about $80,000. The 
Mercantile Trust Company protest- 
ed being removed and brought the 
matter to the Circuit Court. ,The 
trial judge ruled that the Probate 
Court had erred in making the ap- 
pointment of a new receiver and 
should not have admitted the case

Campbell prior to the birth while 


attaches of a New York hotel, told 
of her becoming ill on the street and • 
being carried into the hostelry 
where she became a mother. 


The court thereupon ruled the 


claimants had ho standing in court 
and threw out their claim. The rul- 
ing of the court .was appealed and 
the Supreme Court of Missouri will 
pass oa the question. 


While the ruling was a vindication 


for Mrs. Campbell and Lois they 
were forced to surfer the humility 
of having such a claim made against 
them, although they bore it in si- 
lence. 


Mrs. 
Campbell in her defense 


made an affidavit in which she told 
the .events of her whole life. She 
testified she was born May 8, 1865, 
near Cooperstown, N. Y., but went 
to England in her teens. She/was 
married when she was 15 years old 
to Furrier Taylor. A soa was born 
to her December 16, 1881. 


She and Campbell were married 


November 5, 1887. A week before 
the birth of Lois Campbell she and 
her husband went to New York. 
She was on her 
way .to a riding 


school in New York, where her son 
was learning to ride, when she be- 
came ill. She was taken in an am- 
bulance to the Grand Union Hotel. 
Lois was bora at the hotel. Camp- 
bell was on Wall street at the time, 
but was called to the hotel. There 
was no crib in the hotel so the in- 
fant was put in a box, according to 
her testimony. 
THE DOURAKCE 
CASE. 
. 


In the Dorrance case, Charles F. 


Dorrance, 24 years old, a business 
man of Kansas City, was attacked 
by relatives of his late father, just as 
in the Campbell case, and it was 
claimed he was adopted. His moth- 
er, Mrs. Emma Dorrance. has stood 
at his side in his fight for his herit- 
age and has been staunch in her 
testimony in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, in claiming him as her 
natural son. 


The plaintiffs produced records in 


the courts from the bureau of vi- 
tal statistics of tie health depart- 
ment and from a female hospital, in 
an attempt to show Dorrance was 
adopted. 


The records show that on Decem- 


ber 16,1S90, a boy was born to Mr*. 


Delia Grozzle at the Female Hos- 
pital and thence taken to St. Ann's 
Foundling Asylum and listed as in- 
fant No. 10,979, Erwin Grozzle. At 
a hearing before Judge Schofield of 
Hannibal, Mo., Sister Angela, who • 
has been at St. Ann's for forty-nine 
years, produced records showing 
that after the name Erwin Gozzle, 
was written, "adopted by John F. 
Dorrance and wife, February, 1891." 
The records show the boy was the 
son of Erwin Gozzle, a native of 
Tennessee, and Delia Gozzle, a na- 
tive of Illinois. 


A clerk from the vital statistics 


bureau of the St. Louis Health De- 
partment exhibited the record of the 
birth of infant No. 10,979, December 
16, 
1890, Erwin 
Gozzle, doctor 


reporting the case, W. B. Dorsett, 
M. D., now dead. 


A handwriting expert testified that 


the foundling asylum records had 
been altered and the writing in the 
Gozzle case was not the same as in 
records on the same page and that 
the ink was not as old. He declared 
there were signs of an erasure hav- 
ing been made. 
THE SON'S 
CONTENTION. 


Mrs. Dorrance and her son con- 


tend that Dorrance went to the hos- 
pital with a woman detective and 
adopted a child that since has died. 
In 189S, they declare, Dorrance and 
the woman, returned to the hospital 
and altered the hospital records to 
spite Mrs. Dorrance, who later got 
a divorce from him. 


In defense there was the testi- 


mony of a Kansas City doctor who 
said there was unmistakable evi- 
dence that Mrs. Dora Dorrance be- 
came a mother at one time and that 
of friends who said they noticed her 
condition. 


However, the plaintiffs introduced 


evidence to show that Mr. and Mrs, 
Dorrance 
left their home in Mis- 


souri and returned in three weeks 
with a baby that was almost S or 9 
months old and said it had been born 
•while they were away. 


The Dorrance case has not been 


decided on by the courts. The gen- 
eral comment in thjs case has been 
that such litigation seriously inter- 
feres with the adoption of orphans 
from homes. The sister of SL Ann's 
Asylum protested against having to 


show their records in the courts, on 
the grounds that the adopted chil- 
dren had as much it not more right 
to heritage than other relatives. At- 
torneys for- the defense 
declared 


that even if the boy were adopted 
he would have a right to'part of his 
father's property as he then would 
have been selected from many oth- 
er babies by his foster parents and 
would have been as much if not 
more loved than a natural born 
child. 
RIGHTS OF 
OBPHASS. 


In this connection the lawyer re- 


lated the story of a child that was 
being taunted by another child be- 
cause it was adopted and finally re- 
plied: "Well, roy parents selected 
we from several hundred while 
yours had to take you ** you came." 


This the lawyer for the defense at- 
tempted to show, proved that an 
adopted child is more loved than a 
natural child In tiiat tue 'parents 
have made up their raind to take a 
child before they go to an asylum 
while in a natural birth it is but a 
matter of circumstance; that in the 
case of an adoption the child is se- 
lected from perhaps a hundred and 
is tested for those qualities and 
manners that most closely resemble 
those .of the parents while a nat- 
ural child may resemble neither and 
may develop a moral character di- 
rectly opposite to that of the pa- 
rents; that adopted children seldom 
do anything to bring sorrow to their 
foster parents while natural chil- 
dren often break thcr hearts, and 
that adopted children as a rule are 
more Intelligent and leant more 


readily than natural children. 


From this it was argued that an 


adopted child "should have as much 
if not more right than a natural 
child provided that it showed those 
claimed qualities 
of superiority 


over tlie natural child. The matter 
was not settled by the court, but is 
to bavo been favorably accepted. 


In either case, regardless of the 


parentage of the children, both Lois 
Campbell and Charles F. Dorvancc 
were well beloved by their parents 
.and both showed remarkable signs 
of development along educational 
lines. 


In the Campbell case it has been
